soldier, who lived in an era when the 
United States was struggling hardest to 
get a foothold in the world It was that 
dark moment in history from which our 
country emerged into the light of 
greatness, and which has brought us. 
the 
A m erican 
citizens, 
to 
this 
memorable moment of Bicentennial 
In the lace of seemingly futile effort, 
the spirit of the Revolutionaries was 
indestructible, as they dared stand up 
to one of the most powerful nations in 
the world, Great Britain 
VV hat courage must have been needed 
to believe that—in the end- victory 
would be theirs and ours With thmr 
hearts and their lives, they gave 
Americans their first glimpse of the 
freedom which they would never again 
willingly relinguish 
If we listen closely, we can still hear 
it the rythmic beat of patriotism and 
thirst for freedom that reaches from 
generation to generation. The thread of 
their courage sustains Americans in 
1976, 
just 
as 
it 
sustained 
those 
generations in between. 
For no one generation gave more 
than the next, hut the moral fibre that is 
America 
which was fired and tested in 
the Revolutionary War— surfaces in 
each and leaves all of us with a fierce 
pride in America 
John Abston was such a soldier in the 


Revolutionary War He was born in 
Pittsylvania County, Va., on Jan 2. 
1761, but he died a Texan in 1856 His 
remains repose in a gentle and quiet 
spot in far east Collin County, where he 
lived out his final days 
The son of Joshua Abston and Rachel 
Clements', the grandson of Francis 
Abston and ('apt Benjamin Clements, 
John Abston cam e to Texas with his son 
Jessie and his wife Sarah sometime 
after Aug 4, 1848. according to a deed 
Apparently, his wife, Frances Thur­ 
man. whom he m arried on July 29, 1789, 
died before the trip was made, as no 
mention of her is recorded 
The family first moved into the 
vicinity of Melissa and it was here that 
his son Jessie died in 1850 He is buried 
in an unmarked grave and all efforts to 
locate the site by living relatives has 
failed 
It was after this time that Abston took 
his daughter-in-law, Sarah, and her 
children to a homesite near Lavon. 
According to the gravestone in* 
lormation, John Abston died and was 
buried there in a family plot in 1856 
The native Virginian served as a 
moldier during the Revolutionary War 
under Capt John Ellis and Cape Rose 
in Pittsylvania County It is believed 
that he was very young at the time, as

Joe I) Hicks and his wife, Janet, both of 
Plano, were arrested Thursday along with 
tour others on charges of operating an in­ 
ternational drug trafficking operation. 
The six suspects were named in sealed 
federal indictments which were handed down 
by a Fort Worth federal grand jury looking 
into drug dealings in the southwest Several 
other suspects also were mimed in the in­ 
dictments, and further arrests were expected 
today and over the weekend 
In addition to Hicks and his wife, others 
arrested Thursday included Coleman Ray 
* Bandy of Argyle, Kammell Houri and Charles 
Lige Bolts of Dallas, and John I^ewis Wall of 
Carrollton 
Prior to their arrest, bond on the suspects 
was set by U S District Judge Sarah Hughes 
of Dallas. The highest bond belongs to Hicks 
$500,000—while Houri and Bandy each were 
placed under $250,000 bonds Bond for Mrs 
Hicks was set at $50,000, while for Bolts it was 
$100,000, and for Wall, $10,000. 
Specifically, the suspects are accused of 
conspiring to import and distribute heroin 
and cocaine from Bankok, Thailand, and 
Bogota. Columbia, during a 34-month period 
which began in June, 1973 
Hicks is the alleged “ ringleader" of the 
operation, being charged in the indictment as 
the organizer of a drug ring, from which he 
received "substantial income and resour 
ces." The indictment further alleges that 
Hicks played an active role in the importation 
of 1.5 pounds of heroin from Thailand and 2.2 
pounds of cocaine from Columbia 
Arraignment for the six is scheduled for 
Friday, July 9, before U S. District Judge 
Eldon Mahon, and their tenative trail date is 
set for Aug 23 
The indictments are the result of a federal 
grand jury investigation over the past several 
weeks, in which several people associated 
with the country and western music industry 
were called to testify The most prominent 
witnesses included singers Willie Nelson and 
Ray Price. 
However, 
neither 
apparently 
has any 
connection with the alleged drug ring, since 
neither performer was arrested, nor named 
in the indictments 
Last week, Hicks filed suit in U.S. District 
Judge William Taylor’s court in Dallas,

Hicks claimed that Dallas Police Detective 
Roy I^e Lowery “and others" put wiretaps 
on the two phones in his Plano residence. He 
is asking fur actual damages of $50,000, or for 
"liquidated dam ages computed at the rate of 
$100 per day for each day that such com 
mun leat ions were intercepted ” He also is 
asking for attorney fees. 


Blaze Damages 


Home Thursday 


A small grease flare-up developed into a 
major blaze Thursday night when the fire 
spread through a hazardous vent a hood to 
the attic 
Fire Marshal Bill Threet said damage to 
the George W 
Blackstone home at 3101 
Brookview was very heavy. The fire began in 
a cooker on the stove, spreading to kitchen 
cabinets and vent hood 
Blackstone was able to put out the visible 
flames in the kitchen with a fire extinguisher 
from his boat, but the fire had already gone 
through the vent to the attic. 
Unfortunately, the hood was not vented 
through the roof, and accum ulated grease in 
the attic fed the flames. Firefighters arriving 
on the scene at 7:55 p m , four minutes after 
the initial call, found flames licking through 
the roof shingles 
'Direct said tin* residence suffered heavy 
dam age to lo the west end adding that the fire 
could have been contained to the kitchen 
stove if the hood had been vented properly 
A new installation system is now being 
used, but he urged residents in homes five 
years old or older to check their vents 
“ It is unknown how many residents in 
Plano have these unvented hoods," 'nireet 
said 
“This is definitely a potential fire 
hazard as the grease accum ulates in the attic 
and when a fire occurs it is a hot one." 


Bicentennial Salute Aired 
US I A Sending Greetings Worldwide 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It took three 
months for a copy of the Declaration of 
Independence to reach King George III in 
London in 1776. It is taking only instants for 
the American people to tell the world about 
the document’s 200th anniversary. 
A special “Salute by Satellite” sponsored 
by the U.S. Information Agency is sending 
Bicentennial messages and program s to 
television viewers in 30 nations, including 
such far-flung sites as Qatar and Bahrein and 
behind the Iron Curtain to Poland. 
Fourteen separate 15-minute messages are 
being sent from Washington to the national 
networks of the recipient countries. In each, a 
Bicentennial message from President Ford is 
featured. 
Television com m entators from eight 
nations — Yugoslavia, Italy, Poland, France, 


Greece, Israel, Brazil and Japan — are in 
Washington to serve as anchor men for the 
programming. 
The feature event of the 200th birthday 
celebration in the nation s capital tonight 
spotlights the Declaration of Independence, 
the U.S. Constitution and the Bill of Rights at 
the National Archives. 
Ford, Speaker Carl Albert and Chief Justice 
Warren E Burger will speak at a special 
evening ceremony opening the Archives for 76 
hours so the American people can view the 
founding stones of their freedom at any time 
during the holidays. 
Since the Declaration was placed under 
bullet-proof, lightresistant glass in 1952, more 
than a million visitors have viewed it each 
year. The figure this year is estimated at 1.5 
million. 


President 
Ford participated in two 
B icentennial cerem onies T hursday. He 
dedicated the Smithsonian Institution’s new 
Air and Space Museum, terming it “ the 
perfect birthday present from the American 
people to themselves.” 
A crowd of 2,500 people watched the 
dedication of the huge glass and marble 
museum housing artifacts of the air age, from 
the Wright brothers’ first airplane to the 
Apollo ll command module, which carried 
man to the moon. 
In a ceremony at Statuary Hall in Congress. 
Ford opened a safe that was sealed 97 years 
ago as a Philadelphia woman's Centennial 
project Mrs. C. F. Deihm had stuffed the safe 
with photographs and autographs of leaders 
of her time and left it for opening on the 
Bicentennial

Acid Is Important 


The 
acid 
or 
alkaline 
condition o* the soil < whether 
ifs sour or sweet) has an 
important effect on the 
growth of vegetables 
Two important reasons for 
this are that aluminum and 
manganese can be toxic to 
plant roots in acid soils and 
that acidity affects the 
availability 
of 
some 
nutrients, explains James R. 
Risinger. 
Collin 
County 
Agent 
for 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Fxtension 
Service. 
The “ pH” scale is a 
practical and easily un­ 
derstood method of ex­ 
pressing the acid or alkaline 
level of a soil, {joints out the 
county agent A value of pl! 
7.0 is neutral while lower 
values are acid and higher 
values are alkaline or basic 
The “ pH” actually means 
“ active” hydrogen in the soil 
solution ll is a logarithmic 
scale which means that each 
unit change represents a 10- 
fold change in the hydrogen 
ion concentration. The lower 
the pl!, the more hydrogen 
ions, indicating a more acid 
soil. For example, a pf! 6.0 is 
slightly acid but has IO times 
as much active hydrogen as 
pH 7.0. Likewise, a soil with 
a pl! of 5.0 is strongly acid 
and has IO times more active 
hydrogen than pH 6.0 and KH) 
times more than pl! 7.0. This 
emphasizes the importance 
of small differences in the 
pH for different soils. 


Most 
garden vegetables 
will grow best in slightly 
acid soil with a pl! ot 6.0 to 
6.5. 
explains 
Risinger. 
However, plants will make 
satisfactory growth in soils 
with higher pl! values if the 
supply of plant nutrients is 
adequate 
A few plants grow l)est in 
more acid soils, largely due 
to the availability of iron or 
other 
minor 
nutrients. 
However. 
adding 
this 
nutrient overcomes the need 
tor a low pl! 
A soil test will determine 
the soil pH. Risinger pointed 
out No soil should be limed 
without knowing that the pl! 
is low 
enough to 
justify 
adding 
lime 
Limestone 
neutralizes soil acidity and 
increases the pl! 
For 
flowers 
and 
vegetables 
that 
desire 
alkaline soils, add ground 
limestone to reduce the 
acidity About IO pounds per 
too square feet is needed to 
raise tin* jill of a sandy loam 
soil one unit 
Mix limestone thoroughly 
with the top six to eight in­ 
ches ot soil 
II this is not 
possible, reduce the rate by 
one hall 
and scratch 
the 
limestone 
into 
the 
soil 
surface where it can be 
moved into the soil with rain 
water or irrigation 
To reduce the pl! of an 
alkaline 
soil, 
Risinger 
suggests applying aluminum 
sulfate or sulfur Use about 


two pounds 
o| 
aluminum 
sulfate or one pound of sulfur 
per HK) square feet Mix with 
the top six to eight inches ot 
soil 


Test the soil again in about 
six months to determine the 
effectiveness of the treat 
men!. It is best to retreat

You’ve 
nurtured

plants through sickness and 
health all winter long and 
you don’t want to lose them 
now that you’re going on 
vacation. You won t it you 
try some of these ideas 
suggested

The best solution is always 
a human one—persuade a 
friend to come in and water 
your garden. Make it easy 
for him or her by tagging 
plants 
with 
watering 
in­ 
structions and 
grouping 
those that need once-a-week 
watering and others that 
need a drink twice a week 
Be sure you group them in an 
environment they’ll like—no 
direct sun if they can’t take 
it or no shade if they need 
sun.
